AN ORDINANCE OF THE OITY 
OF ALBANY ESTABLISHING A 
COUNCIL-MANAGER FORM OF 
GOVERNMENT FOR THER CITY 
OF ALBANY, CREATING THE 
OFFICE OF CITY MANAGER, 
DEFINING THE se oe oe 
POWERS AND DUTIES OF 
CITY MANAGER AND REPEAL- 
ING ALL ORDINANCES OR 
PARTS OF ORDINANCES IN 

CONFLICT THEREWITH. 

The Council of the City of Albany 

does ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. FORM OF GOVERN- 
MENT. The Council-Manager form 
of government is hereby established 
for the City of Albany. 

SECTION 2. OFFICE OF THE 
CITY MANAGER. The office of City 
Manager of the City of Albany is 
hereby created and established. The 
“ity Manager shall be appointed_by 
a majority vote of the entire City 
Council and shall hold office for and 
during the pleasure of the City 
Council. 

SECTION 3. QUALIFICATIONS. 
The City Manager shall be chosen 
solely on the basis of his executive 
and administrative qualifications 
with particular reference to his ac- 
tual experience in the City Manager 
Profession. 

SECTION 4. ELIGIBILITY. At the 
time of his appointment the City 
Manager need not be a resident of 
the City, but within a reasonable 
time thereafter he shall reside with- 
in the City. aig 

No person elected as a council- 
man of the City of Albany, shall, 
subseauent to such election, be elig- 
ible for appointment as City Man- 
ager until one year has elapsed after 
he has ceased to be a member of 
the City @ouncil. 

SECTION 5. BOND. The City Man- 
ager shall furnish a corporate surety 
bond to be approved by the City 
Council in such sum as may be de- 
lermined by the City Council which 
shall be conditioned upon the faith- 
ful performance of the duties im- 
posed upon the City Manager by this 
Ordinance. 

SECTION 6, ACTING CITY MAN-
